REPORT  FOR  1902. 
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HE  Committee  of  Management  in  present¬ 
ing  their  Report  for  1902,  desire  to  express 
their  grateful  thanks  for  the  continued 
sympathy  and  support  accorded  to  them  by  the 
many  kind  friends  of  the  institution. 

The  ordinary  income  has  been  very  satisfac¬ 
torily  maintained,  a  small  decrease  of  ^24  in 
Annual  Subscriptions  being  accounted  for  by  the 
non-receipt  of  a  contribution  of  ^25  usually  made 
by  the  Trustees  of  the  Delmar  Charitable  Trust — 
but  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  renewed  in  1903. 

From  the  Council  of  the  Hospital  Sunday 
Fund  was  received  a  grant  of  ^297  is.  8d.  (being 
£ 55  8s.  4d.  more  than  in  1901),  and  from  the 
Hospital  Saturday  Fund,  ^98  17s. 

Congregational  collections  amounted  to  ^277 
4s.  gd.,  of  which  sum  Christ  Church,  Lancaster 
Gate,  Prebendary  C.  J.  Ridgeway,  contributed 
£182  ns.  2d.;  St.  Stephen’s,  Westbourne  Park, 
the  Rev.  M.  R.  Neligan,  Bishop  Designate  of 
Auckland,  £31  13s.  gd.,  and  St.  Matthew’s,  Bays- 
water,  the  Rev.  E.  A.  Stuart,  ^30.  The  Committee 
gratefully  acknowledge  the  amounts  thus  collected  ; 
in  no  other  way  can  the  Hospital  be  better  assisted. 

King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  has  continued 
to  afford  its  powerful  support  to  the  Hospital  by 
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again  sending  a  donation  of  £200  for  the  General 
Fund  and,  in  addition,  a  special  donation  of  £500 
towards  paying  off  the  existing  debt. 

All  the  subscriptions  for  the  cots  already 
named  have  been  renewed,  and  another  cot  has 
been  named  the  “  Louisa  Ann  Gainer”  Cot  by 
Mrs.  Charles  F.  Greenhill  by  an  endowment  ot 
^i?ooo.  The  Committee  thankfully  acknowledge 
this  very  valuable  support. 

The  Hospital  was  indebted  to,  and  the 
Committee  gratefully  thank  the  Treasurer  and 
Chairman,  Mr.  George  Hanbury,  for  donations 
amounting  to  ^400  generously  contributed  by  him 
at  various  times  during  the  year  when  money 
was  urgently  needed  to  meet  current  expenses. 

A  contribution  of  £yy  gs.  from  the  Paddington 
Coronation  Celebration  Committee  was  received 
through  Sir  T.  George  Fardell,  M.P. 

‘  Legacies — always  a  varying  source  of  income 
— provided  ^1,050.  The  Committee  heartily 
thank  the  Executors  to  the  wills  of  the  late  Mr. 
Francis  Thomas  Freeman  and  Mr.  Samuel  Coste 
for  the  amounts,  ^500  and  ^50  respectively,  kindly 
allocated  by  them  to  this  Hospital.  A  legacy  of 
£500  was  received  by  the  institution  at  the  bequest 
of  the  late  Mrs.  Sarah  Newby. 

*  Note. — Hospitals  longer  established  are  the  frequent 
recipients  of  Legacies.  In  this  respect  the  Paddington  Green 
Children  s  Hospital  and  Home  are  at  present  under  the  disad¬ 
vantage  of  youth  with  the  expenses  and  responsibilities  of  long 
establishment.  For  the  purpose  of  bequests  to  the  Hospital  a 
special  form  of  wording  is  set  forth  on  page  56.

The  total  ordinary  income,  he.,  income  derived 
from  subscriptions  and  ordinary  donations,  was 
^3,779  i4s-  id.,  as  against  ^3,497  7s.  gd.  in  the 
previous  year,  the  increase,  £ 282  6s.  4d.,  being 
almost  entirely  represented  by  the  amount, 
^231  1 6s.  gd.,  received  from  Entertainments,  as 
set  forth  on  page  39.  The  Committee  return  their 
sincere  thanks  to  all  those  friends  through  whose 
generous  efforts  this  assistance  was  rendered. 

An  unaccountable  outbreak  of  typhoid  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  necessitated  the  closing  of 
the  Wards  until  24th  March.  In  order  to  ascertain, 
if  possible,  the  cause  of  the  outbreak,  the  Com¬ 
mittee  obtained  expert  assistance  and  a  thorough 
investigation  was  made,  but  without  success. 
Acting  under  the  advice  of  the  Sanitary  Assurance 
Association,  various  sanitary  alterations  and  im¬ 
provements  to  the  building  were,  as  a  meacure  of 
further  precaution,  subsequently  carried  out  at 
considerable  expense,  and  the  certificate  of  the 
Association  obtained  before  the  Wards  were 
re-opened. 

In  connection  with  this  regrettable  occurrence 
the  Committee  have  to  record  with  profound 
sorrow  the  death  of  a  valued  nurse,  Miss  Evelyn 
Goode,  with  the  members  of  whose  family  they 
desire  to  express  their  deep  sympathy. 

The  number  of  In-patients  under  treatment 
during  the  year  was  589,  or  only  three  less  than 
in  1901.  The  work  in  the  Out-Patient  Department 
shows  an  increase  of  204  accidents  and  casualties 
and  of  551  attendances — the  latter  numbering 
47,057  as  against  46,506  in  1901. 
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The  relative  increase  in  the  number  of  In¬ 
patients  is  mainly  attributable  to  the  fact  that 
the  new  Convalescent  Home  at  Slough  has  been 
open  and  available  throughout  the  year  for  the 
reception  of  cases  from  the  Hospital.  The  Medical 
Staff  are  now  able  to  send  many  patients,  still 
needing  skilled  attention  and  nursing,  to  the  Home 
who  would  otherwise,  if  compelled  to  remain  in 
the  Hospital,  occupy  beds  required  for  more 
urgent  cases.  Certain  classes  of  cases  also  are 
more  suitably  treated  in  the  country,  and  for 
these  reasons  a  larger  number  of  patients  can  be 
admitted  to  the  Hospital. 

A  number  of  children  were  also  received  into 
their  several  Convalescent  Homes  by  Miss  Edith 
Rendel,  Charlwood,  Surrey ;  Miss  Galpin,  Roe- 
hampton  Lane;  and  Miss  Pinchard,  Norwood.  For 
the  boon  thus  conferred  upon  the  children,  the 
Committee  record  their  best  thanks.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  also  desire  to  express  their  obligation  to 
those  ladies  who  continued  throughout  the  year 
their  kind  and  successful  efforts  to  cheer  and 
brighten  the  children  in  the  Hospital  by  visiting 
and  amusing  them  in  various  ways. 

The  Rev.  A.  L.  Lilley,  Vicar  of  St.  Mary’s, 
Paddington  Green,  has  kindly  continued  the  Sunday 
Afternoon  Services  for  the  Patients  in  the  Wards. 

H.R.H.  the  Princess  of  Wales  in  April  sent  a 
most  acceptable  gift  of  flowers,  which  was  much 
appreciated. 

In  consequence  of  the  appointment  of  the 
Rev.  M.  R.  Neligan  to  be  Bishop  of  Auckland,  the 
Committee  will  lose  his  active  and  valuable  co- 


operation  on  the  Hospital  board.  While  regretting 
the  loss  of  his  practical  interest  and  his  presence 
amongst  them,  they  offer  him  their  best  wishes  in 
his  new  and  distant  sphere  of  labour.  The  Com¬ 
mittee  have  the  pleasure  to  announce  that  Mr. 
Percy  Noble  has  associated  himself  with  them. 
I  he  following  members  retire  by  rotation,  viz. : — 
Mr.  R.  Melvill  Beachcroft,  Sir  Henry  Seton- 
Karr,  M.P.,  and  Mr.  J.  Balfour  Allan,  who,  being 
eligible,  offer  themselves  for  re-election. 

In  December  Air.  C.  W.  Empson  resigned  the 
position  which  he  had  so  long  and  successfully 
held  as  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Hospital.  The 
Committee  desire  to  record  their  deep  sense  of  their 
obligation  to  him  for  his  valuable  services  to  the 
institution  during  the  time  (nearly  seventeen  years) 
in  which  he  held  that  position,  and  also  their  high 
appreciation  of  the  solicitous  and  thoughtful  care 
which  he  has  always  devoted  to  the  interests  and 
progress  of  the  Hospital.  The  Committee  did 
not  think  it  necessary  to  make  a  fresh  appointment, 
and  the  office  has  therefore  been  abolished.  In 
future  the  whole  of  the  secretarial  duties  will  de¬ 
volve  upon  the  Secretary. 

With  Mr.  W.  H.  Pearce,  the  able  and  inde¬ 
fatigable  Secretary  of  the  Hospital  since  its  estab¬ 
lishment  in  1883,  the  Committee  desire  once  more 
to  record  their  entire  satisfaction.  To  Miss 
Pinchard,  Matron  since  1901,  the  Hospital  is  also 
indebted  for  excellent  services,  at  all  times  cheer¬ 
fully  and  heartily  rendered. 

The  Committee  desire  to  testify  to  the  un¬ 
tiring  attention  and  skill  which  the  members  of  the 
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honorary  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff  continue  to 
bestow  on  the  patients,  and  tender  them  their 
hearty  thanks  for  the  same. 

The  Christmas  Entertainments  were  given  on 
the  23rd  January.  1903,  when  Mrs.  A.  W.  Stirling 
and  Mrs.  Waley  very  kindly  arranged  lor  a  Fairy 
Play  to  be  performed  in  one  of  the  wards  by  the 
children  ol  some  of  the  friends  of  the  Hospital.  The 
play  was  acted  with  spirit  and  ability  by  the 
children,  much  to  the  delight  of  the  little  patients. 
A  large  number  of  the  supporters  and  friends  of  the 
Hospital  were  present,  including  members  of  the 
Committee  and  Medical  and  Surgical  Staff. 

There  is  still  a  debt  of  £1,600  owiug  to  the 
Bankers,  and  the  Committee  earnestly  appeal  for 
funds  to  enable  them  to  repay  this  and  also  for  the 
general  purposes  of  the  institution. 

The  Committee  have  the  honour  to  announce 
that  H.R.H.  the  Princess  of  Wales  has  granted 
her  patronage  to  a  Concert  which  will  be  held  at 
the  Queen’s  Hall,  on  the  afternoon  of  Thursday, 
28th  May,  in  aid  of  this  Hospital.  Her  Royal 
Highness  has  expressed  her  wish  to  be  present  if  her 
engagements  permit.  Madame  Albani,  Miss  Louise 
Dale,  the  Lady  Maud  Warrender,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Arthur  Bourchier,  and  other  eminent  artistes,  have 
already  consented  to  give  their  services.  Mr.  C.  W. 
James  has  kindly  undertaken  the  management. 
The  Committee  invite  the  assistance  of  all  friends 
of  the  institution  in  making  these  facts  known,  and 
in  the  disposal  of  tickets,  in  order  that  the  concert 
may  be  a  success. 
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CONVALESCENT  HOME. 

In  their  last  Report  the  Committee  stated 
that  the  new  Home  was  opened  on  6th  January, 
1902.  Since  that  date  117  children  have  been  ad¬ 
mitted,  and  the  work  of  the  Hospital  has  thereby 
been  considerably  accelerated,  many  beds  being 
made  available  for  fresh  cases  earlier  than  would 
otherwise  have  been  possible.  The  patients  de¬ 
rived  much  benefit  from  the  change  and  fresh  air, 
and  the  excellent  work  of  the  Home  under  the 
careful  and  competent  Matron,  Miss  Anderson, 
cannot  but  be  considered  of  great  importance  to 
the  Hospital. 

The  income  from  annual  subscriptions  is  quite 
inadequate  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Home,  and 
the  other  receipts  being  chiefly  of  a  precarious 
nature,  the  Committee  urgently  appeal  for  in¬ 
creased  support  in  order  that  the  benefits  of  the 
Home  may  be  made  available  to  their  full  extent. 

King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  again  sent  a 
special  donation  of  ^50.  Mr.  George  Hanbury 
generously  contributed  £200  in  addition  to  a  dona¬ 
tion  of  ^160  for  the  completion  of  the  furnishing. 
A  governess  cart  and  a  donkey,  presented  to  the 
Home  by  Mr.  Hanbury,  have  proved  a  most  use¬ 
ful  gift. 

On  10th  May  an  inspection  of  the  new  Home 
was  made  by  friends  of  the  institution,  many  of 
whom  travelled  from  London.  Great  satisfaction 
with  the  arrangements  was  expressed  by  the 
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visitors,  and  some  new  names  were  added  to  the 
list  of  contributors. 

The  Christmas  Entertainment  was  given  on 
30th  December,  when  a  number  of  friends  visited 
the  Home  and  did  all  in  their  power  to  amuse  the 
children.  Dr.  Williams  very  kindly  provided  and 
exhibited  some  lantern  views  and  pictures. 

On  3rd  January,  1903,  an  Entertainment  con¬ 
sisting  of  Tableaux  Vivants  and  Music,  was  ar¬ 
ranged  by  the  Misses  Beak  and  friends,  which,  in 
addition  to  affording  much  pleasure  to  the  patients, 
realised  a  sum  of  £y  3s.  yd.  for  the  Home. 

Dr.  Weaver  Adams  and  Dr.  Ralph  P.  Williams 
kindly  attended  some  of  the  patients  upon  several 
occasions,  and  for  these  willing  and  valuable  ser¬ 
vices  the  Committee  are  much  indebted  to  them. 

The  Committee  are  very  appreciative  of  the 
interest  taken  in  the  Home  by  the  residents  of 
Slough  and  neighbourhood,  and  they  hope  that 
as  the  institution  becomes  better  known  this 
may  be  still  further  increased.  The  Committee 
think  it  well  to  point  out  that  while  only  patients 
who  have  passed  through  the  wards  of  the  Hospital 
are  admitted  to  the  Home,  amongst  these  patients 
are  a,  number  of  children  from  Slough,  Datchet, 
Windsor,  Southall,  and  other  places  on  the  Great 
Western  Railway.  Visitors  are  invited  to  inspect 
the  Home  any  week-day  between  2  and  4  p.m.

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EXTRACT  FROM  THE  CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE  HOSPITAL. 


OBJECTS. 

To  afford  Medical  and  Surgical  Relief  to  the 
Children  of  the  poor,  under  the  age  of  12  years  for 
boys,  and  14  for  girls  : 

a.  By  admission  to  the  Hospital. 

b.  Through  the  Out-patient  Department. 

To  promote  the  advancement  of  Medical  Science 
with  reference  to  the  diseases  of  childhood. 

To  diffuse  among  all  classes  of  the  community, 
and  chiefly  among  the  poor,  a  better  acquaintance 
with  the  management  of  infants  and  children 
during  health  or  sickness,  and  to  assist  in  the 
education  and  training  of  women  in  the  special 
duties  of  Children’s  Nurses. 

The  In  and  Out-patient  Departments  of  the 
Hospital  shall  be  entirely  free,  but  patients  shall 
be  invited  to  contribute  voluntarily  to  the  funds 
so  far  as  they  are  able. 

GOVERNORS. 

Every  contributor  of  Two  Guineas  or  more 
annually  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  shall,  so  long 
as  his  subscription  is  continued,  be  constituted  a 
Governor,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  at  the 
Annual  or  any  Special  Meeting,  but  a  new  Sub¬ 
scriber  to  the  amount  aforesaid  shall  not  be  so 
entitled  unless  his  subscription  for  the  current  year 
has  been  paid  at  least  three  calendar  months  before 
the  day  of  the  meeting. 

Every  donor  of  20  Guineas,  or  more,  at  one  time 
to  the  Hospital,  and  every  collector  of  50  Guineas, 
or  more,  at  one  time,  and  any  one  Executor,  to  be 
nominated  in  writing — if  there  is  more  than  one, 
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all  the  Executors,  or  if  there  is  no  Executor  who 
accepts  the  office,  the  Administrator  of  every 
Will — giving  a  legacy  amounting  to  ^ioo  or  more 
(after  deducting  Legacy  Duty,  if  any,)  to  the 
Hospital,  shall  be  constituted  a  Life  Governor, 
and  shall  have  one  vote  at  the  Annual  or  any 
Special  Meeting  next  succeeding  the  receipt  of  such 
donation  or  contribution,  provided  it  has  been  paid 
not  less  than  three  calendar  months  before  the  day 
of  the  meeting,  and  at  all  subsequent  meetings. 

No  Governor  shall,  under  any  circumstances,  be 
entitled  to  more  than  one  vote  at  any  Meeting. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

In  the  month  of  February  in  every  year,  or  as 
soon  after  as  may  be,  a  General  Meeting  of  the 
Governors  and  other  Contributors  to  the  funds  of 
the  Hospital  shall  be  held,  of  which  notice  shall  be 
given  within  one  calendar  month  of  the  day  of 
meeting,  and  at  least  a  week  previously  to  such 
Meeting,  in  two  or  more  daily  London  Newspapers. 

Five  Governors,  at  any  Annual  Meeting,  shall 
form  a  quorum. 

Contributors  who  are  not  Governors  shall  be 
entitled  to  be  present  and  take  part  in  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  at  the  Meeting,  but  not  to  vote. 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  the  Managing  Com¬ 
mittee  shall  submit  a  Report  of  the  working  of  the 
Hospital,  together  with  an  audited  financial  state¬ 
ment  and  balance  sheet  for  the  year  ending  the 
31st  December  then  last  past. 

At  such  Annual  Meeting  the  Governors  shall 
elect  the  Auditors  for  the  current  year,  and  three 
Members  of  the  Managing  Committee  in  place  of 
those  retiring. 

SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

The  Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be  payable  in 
advance  for  the  current  year,  such  year  to  be 
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computed  from  the  quarter-day  next  preceding  the 
Subscription,  and  no  Subscriber  in  arrear  shall  be 
entitled  to  any  privilege  arising  out  of  his  or  her 
Subscription  until  it  has  been  paid. 

Every  Donor  of  ^300  or  more  at  one  time,  and 
every  Subscriber  of  -£30  or  more  annually  (but  in 
the  latter  case  so  long  only  as  this  Contribution  is 
kept  up),  shall  be  entitled  to  have  a  Cot  named 
according  to  such  Donor’s  or  Subscriber’s  pleasure 
during  his  or  her  life,  and  every  Donor  of  ^1,000, 
or  more,  at  one  time,  and  every  Subscriber  of  ^100, 
or  more,  annually,  for  a  period  of  at  least  10  years, 
shall  be  entitled  to  have  a  Cot  named  according  to 
such  Donor’s  or  Subscriber’s  pleasure  in  per¬ 
petuity,  but  in  every  case  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  accept  any 
Donation  or  Bequest  which  may  be  made  to  the 
Hospital  subject  to  any  special  restrictions,  or  for 
any  special  purposes  annexed  to  the  Gift  by  the 
Donor. 

MANAGEMENT. 

The  General  Management  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Hospital  shall,  subject  to  the  powers  hereby  con¬ 
ferred  on  the  Governors,  be  vested  in  the  Managing 
Committee. 

COMMITTEE. 

The  Committee  shall  consist  of  not  more  than 
25,  nor  less  than  10  Members,  of  whom  not  more 
than  4  shall  be  representatives  of  the  Medical  and 
Surgical  Staff.
